WASHINGTON, — (UP) — The 


Commerce 
Department reported 


today there are about 37.2 million 
students enrolled in the nation's 
schools and colleges — an increase 
of seven million in the last five 
years. 


Kindergarten 
enrollment 
in- 


creased by 82 per cent — partly 
because more parents decided to 
take advantage of the privilege, 
the department said.' 


Enrollment 
in 
elementary 


schools rose 24 per cent and high 
school enrollment increased 19 per 
cent. The rate of college enroll 
ments fell off jn the early 1950's 
but has picked1 up again and is 
now above the 1950 level. 


The report showed that 1.6 mil- 


lion children were enrolled in kin- 
dergarten. Those going to elemen- 
tary schools totaled 25.4 million, 
while high school attendance had 
climbed to 7 million. 


The department said its survey 


showed 2,379,000 (M) college stu- 
dents but tthe office of education 
reported a total of 2,695,340. The 
department said he discrepancy 
may have peen due to differences 
in collecting data.

Sunday News 
on TV Lacks 
Something

NEW YORK W—There's 
some- 


thing wrong with the Sunday af- 
ternoon news roundups on NBC-TV 
and CBS-TV. They're 
just good 


enough that they hold out the hope 
of being much better. But they're 
just 
bad enought that they irri- 


tate the perfecionists. 


The idea of a Sunday afernoon 


news program seems to be excel- 
lent. CBS entered the field first a 
few weeks ago with a half-hour 
program guided and edited by the 
able and urbane Eruc 
Severeid. 


Last Sunday NBC made its entry, 
a half-hour entitled Outlook mod- 
erated by Chet Huntley, 
whose 


manner and 
voice are 
equally 


impressive. 


The NBC program has a slicker 


format than the CBS show. 
The 


technical quality of film 
shown 


last Sunday was superior to what 
generally has been appearing on 
the CBS program. Both programs 
appear to be aiming at doing two 
things: over weekend spot 
news 


and offer some background fea- 
tures. 


Both have run up against a fact 


that nearly everybody must recog- 
nize by this time: except for vio- 
lence and sudden death big news 
usually is not made over a week- 
end. Yet, in straining to be timely, 
they tend to play up trivia when 
anything bigger is lacking. 


The 
NBC 
program 
nearly 


dashed its brains out when it ran 
into the stone wall of no news on 
its debut last Sunday, Suffering 
perhaps from a Wide Wide World 
complex, 
somebody 
decided 
it 


\you!d be a clever idea to have 
various reporters in various cities 
do 
regional 
roundups 
of 
their 


areas. Two stood on streets, 
one 


looked out a 
window, 
another 


perched on a wall and reported 
what they'd read on the Teletype. 
It was embarrassing, 
for 
there 


simply wasn't any news. 


A 
television 
news 
program 


should be flexible enough that it 
could skip a report from a report- 
er who has little more than the 
fact that Julius La Rosa was ar- 
rested in Wisconsin for driving 65 
•miles an hour in a 55-mile zone. 


Both prgrams would command 


wider audiences if they confined 
themselves 
to two things: 
(1) 


front page news — when there is 
any, and (3), a form which 
has 


become known as the news fea- 
ture — or, study of a subject that 
is timely.

WASHINGTON (#—Right now— 


when a lot of people seem puzzled 
about the Russians — you may 
want to paste a few of N. Khrush- 
chev's phrases in your hat 
for 


future reference. 


As a result of the Russians' new, 


soft line and their downgrading of 
Stalin, this has become one of ihe 
overworked questions of the day: 
Are the Russians changing? It's 
a way of saying: are they reform- 
ing? 


Yet Nikita Khrushchev, the Com- 


munist party boss, in his speech 
to the party's 20th Congress 
in 


February made it plain the basic 
Communist 
d o c t r i n e 
hasn't 


changed: they intend to take over 
the world. 


Khrushchev's expressed 
inten- 


tions may have been overlooked 
in 
the 
bewilderment 
over 
the 


treatment now given Stalin or be- 
cause he surrounded his statement 
of 
doctrine 
with 
thousands 
of 


words about peace, trade, 
and 


disarmament. 


What he said is no surprise in 


the hydrgen age 
when 
a 
war 


might wipe out both the 
United 


States and Russia. He said, in ef- 
fect, there are lots of ways to skin 
a cat and 
making 
war 
doesn't 


have to be one of them. 


He didn't change doctrine, just 


tactics and policies. He said Com- 
munists everywhere should try to 
take over where they can by legal 
means: by getting into 
national 


legislatures or parliaments. 


But in countres which can't be 


taken that way, he said, revolu- 
tion may be necessary. In show- 
ing he has not abandoned the idea 
of conquest by 
violence, 
when 


peaceful means can't be used, he 
said: 


"The winning of a stable parlia- 


mentary majority 
would 
bring 


about 
conditions 
insuring 
the 


implementation of fundamental so- 
cial transformations. 
' "In 
countries 
where 
capi- 


talism is still strong and where it 
controls an enormous military and 
police machine, the serious resist- 
ance of th ereactionary forces is 
inevitable. 


"There the transition to social- 


ism will proceed amid conditions 
of an acute class 
revolutionary 


struggle." 


This was said before the Reds, 


calling their former boss an "inept 
murdereer and mental case, began 
openly their all-out attack to de- 
stroy respect for Stalin. The vio- 
lence of it made many 
Western- 


•ers 
wonder 
if 
fundamental 


changes were taking place or lay 
ahead. 


But an obvious cxplanatin 
for 


the downgrading of Stalin — so 
obvious it may not be believed— 
came yesterday from Gergi Mal- 
enkov, Stalin's successor who was 
downgraded himself to a subor- 
dinate position: 


"We decided to oppose the cult 


of personality because it leads to 
a person being worshipped 
and 


eventually endowed with superna- 
tural powers. The whole thing be- 
littled the work of the Communist 
party itself." 


President Eisenhower 
has 
no 


illusions about the 'Soviets 
as he 


told 
his 
news 
conference 
this 


week: 


"There is no discernible basic 


change in the fundamental pur- 
poses of communism; world revo- 
lution and the so-called dictator- 
ship of 
the 
proletariat 
through 


the Cominform. 


"I believe as of today the lead- 


ers of communism still believe the 
same things they 
have believed 


since the days of Lenin." 


Eisenhower said Secretary 
of 


State Dulles agrees with him. But 
Dulles has been a lot more round- 
about in expressing his views. He 
has sometimes wondered out loud 
what the Russians were up to.

If you don't own 
waders 
and 


plan on getting a pair, here

rubber, or of

of water- 


proofed fabric. They

weights 
or 


thicknesses. 


"Boot-foot waters," as the name 


implies, are constructed with the 
legs terminating as regular boots,

waders" on

While the brogue is 
comfort- 


able enough to 
the foot, 
it is 


rather heavy and clumsy, since it
